— Who knows, . why Heaven (buts the Eyes of 


the French to their own Intereſt, and ſeals 
up the Spirir of the-King of France agaiaft 
the InftiruQion of tris own Diſaſter: mm— 
Has the King of France trick'd us ? No, no, 
Gentlemen, he has trick'd bimſelfg and it 
GOD go on to blefs your Arms with the 
ſame Sucreſs you had loft Year; he will 
find he has trick'd his'own Country, and 
defeated his own Proſp:&s of Peace, by an 
Obftioacy and Blindneſs to his own Intereft, 
hardly to be paralel'd fince that of _gypr, 
or like the Infatuation of the Fews at the 
DeſtruRion of Feruſalem. 

We are now buiie aſking one another—- 
Whit more we ſhall demand when upon 
another Advantage in the Field, the King 
of France ſhall ſue for Peace—— 1 confeſs, 
as to Poſſeſhon of Lands, Countries, &c, 
1do not ſee what can be 2ſk'd more, for 1 
am not for a Partition of France, avy more 
than 1 am of-Spziw Some are for aſk- 
ing. his 'Navy 'to be deftroy'd, Breſt and 
Thowlon demoliſh'd, and the like ; others 
the reftoring the Proteſtants. 

For my Part, if I may be allow'd to throw 
in my Mite, and hoot s Fools Bolt in a Caſe 
fo remote from my low St:tien in theV\ orld, 
jt ſhould be this, That the next time the 
King of Fravce makes a Motion for a Peace, 
the Confederates ſhould anſwer, That the 
King of France having, to begin this War, 
publickly broken in upon ſundry Treaties, 
folemnly made before, ſach as the Treaty of 
Renvunciation, the Treaty of Partition, Oe. 
The Confederates had reſuly'd not to treat 
with him ſingly, asa Man of no Faithz but 
that if the Eftates of France would afſem- 
ble, they were ready to treat with them 
on a firm, laſting, and honourable Peace.

ple—— They'd ſoon abandon and depoſe 
bim, and the Renegado-DoQtine of the.in- 
herent Righc of Perſonal Succefhon would 
be damn'd by publick Vote, as it/has been * 
already, both there and in all-the Nations 
in the World. ' 
- Let us not be diſcourzg'd then at the 
Difappointment of Peace; GOD be 
prai:'d, we have met with no Diſappoigt- 
ment in the War ; our Army is whole, 
hearty, well-paid, well-provided, well-re- 
cruited, ftrong, ſuperior, and victorious, the 
French, we ſay, dare not look us in the Face. 
They are indeed drawing together, and 
they lie in the open Field; they ſay, they 
will expe& us there, but no Body believes 
them ; they ſay, they are ſuperior to us in 
Horſe, but no Body telieves them; they ſay, 
they will fight us, but no Body believes them.y 
all the Danger that we think of, all the 
Miſchief we think poſſtble to befall us, is, 
That they ſhould ſo manage, as that we 
ſhould not be able to force them toa Bat- 
tle 3. if they avoid fighting, they bear us ;.if 
we fight, we beat them; if we beat them we 
nndo-them, for they can never make Head 
again. ; | 
France has already ftood more Shocks, 
more total Oyerthrows, than any Nation 
or Empire in the World ever ftoodz and 
yet they are whole and numerons, their 
Regiments full, their Horſe ſaperior to us 
in Number Ibis is owing to the 
Condudt of their Officers, .who are aliow'd 
to be the beft in the World. But this Con- 
du& can by no means give Courage, the 
Men are raw, new-rais'd, forc'd into the 
Army by Famioe and National Miſtry ; all 
the Hope their own Officers have of them, 
is, That they are deſp<rate, yet they are 
full of the Misfortunes of their Comrades, 
and the Ruins of tne laſt Campaign, which 
diſhearten them, and we think, they will 


'never look us in the Face 3 if they do, the 


deceive the ExpeRation the whole Worl
